Herbert Clark Hoover was born at 
West Branch, Iowa, August, 1874. 
Both parents were American horn 
and were descended from a long line 
of Quaker settlers. 

His parents died when he was ten 
years old, leaving him to learn the 
meaning of hard work in the home of 
an uncle in Oregon. 

At the age of 17 he had equipped 
himself to enter Stanford University, 
where he worked his way through col¬

Split Pea Soup.--Soak a cupful of 
spilt peas over night In two quarts of 
cold waler. In the morning put the 
pens over the fire with a linm bone or 
a piece of salt pork, a slice of onion, 
and simmer four hours; rub through a 
sieve, return to the lire; melt two ta¬ 
blespoonfuls of tint ter, add two of 
flour; mix well nnd add a little soup 
to the consistency for pouring. Stir 
into the soup nnd cook five minutes. 
Season with salt, sugar and pepper to 
taste; add one cupful of thin cream 
nnd serve hot. 

Amber Soup.—Brown three pounds 
of beef from the shin, cut in small 
pieces. Use I ho marrow from the 
bone to fry the meat In. Add the bone 
with one-fourth pound of ham to three 
quarts of cob! water ; let It simmer for 
three hours. Then add n fowl cut >n 
halves, nn onion, half a carrot cut In 
pieces, a stalk of celery, a ;prlg of 
parsley, three cloves nnd half a dozen 
peppercorns, all but the last three 
browned In the fat. Cook until the 
chicken Is tender: remove the .owl nnd 
strain. Cool and remove the fat, stir 
into the stock three fresh egg snells; 
let boil two minutes, skim, strain, re¬ 
lent nnd serve. 

Beef Broth and Egg.—Take a half 
cupful of beef stock nn») remove nil 
fat. Have nn egg beaten stiff. Heat 
the broth to the boiling point, season 
to salt the taste of the patient, stir 
one half of the beaten egg Into It and 
serve at once.

| one cupful of milk, one-half cupful of , 
pineapple juice, two teaspoonfuls of 
linking powder; mix and pour into a 
j buttered baking dish and hake In a 
hot oven 20 minutes. Use this sauce: 
One pint of boiling water, one table- 
spoonful of sugar, one tnblespoonful of 
butter, one tablespoonful of flour; stir 
and mix the sugar and flour, then 
cook until all Is well blended Ile- 
tnove from the fire and add two ta- 
blcspoonfnls of grated coconut an I 
Imlf n teaspoonful of lemon Juice. 
Servo round the pudding. More acid 
may be used If liked, or vinegar may 
he substituted for Wnnn juice. 

Spiced Pudding.— fake two cupfuls 
of graham bread crumbs, one well- ; 

! beaten egg, one pint of sour milk, me , 
cufttl of sugar, one cupful of chopped ] 
j dates, one cupful of nut meats, one j 
tenspoonful each of soda and cinna- i 
mon and one-half tenspoonful of 
cloves, tip tnblespoonful of melted 
butter. Bake HO minutes in a moder- | 
ate oven nnd serve with whipped 
cream flavored with vanilla and light¬ 
ly sweetened. 

If puddings nnd pies become slight¬ 
ly cool before the meringue Is put on 
there will not he any drops of liquid 
j forming over the meringue, 
j Water whiell Is sixty to seventy per

Ever Faithful Type Remains. 

The ever faithful and desirable 
frock of navy blue serge, polrcsl twill, 
tricotine or gabardine is, ns a rule, ns 
straight and simple of silhouette ns it 
lias been for several seasons past, 
either on the rather attenuated lines 
of the French coat dress or with the 
youthful blousing bodice and narrow 
gathered skirt with n moderately wide 
waistband. There are striking chemise 
models in peasant style which slip on 
over the head and have but little fas¬ 
tening. 

At the same time there Is observed 
a hold anil rather interesting effort 
to introduce broken nnd widened lines 
In the skirt by means of plaited frills, 
tunics of irregular shape, folds and 
flounces. Such models stand out con¬ 
spicuously among so many which have 
a willowy, unbroken slimness as their 
chief characteristic. 

Simple and practically unadorned 
blue serge frocks appear to he in just 
as good standing ns blue serge frocks 
which are elaborately embroidered or 
trimmed with oustnnding and crisply 
plaited frills. However, trimmings of 
various kinds are rather prominently 
In evidence In any inventory of the 
charms of the 1920 blue serge frock. 

Embroidery on Two Wide Bands. 

In one especially striking and hand¬ 
some frock of navy blue gabardine 
til embroidery in ecru silk is entirely 
concentrated on two wide, loose bands 
of the fabric which extend from the 
narrow girdle straight downward at 
each side until they are fastened up 
under the edge of the slim skirt.

Straw embroidery on blue serge is ! ] 
not half as bizarre as it sounds. IIow- i 
ever, it is scarcely likely to interest ] 
the woman who takes her clothes se¬ 
riously. Hn> tall braid bindings of 
black or striped silk and upstanding 
plaitings of satin cire ribbon are con¬ 
servative and smart trimmings, as nre 
black moire ribbons. 

Frills to Edge Apron Draperies 

Fine plaitings of biue serge are 
used as frills to edge apron draperies, 
as tunic draperies and as the better 
part of a frock. One model has a fiat 
back and front panel, but tbe sides j 
of tbe dress from under the arms fall 
in straight, narrow plaits to the skirt j 
hem. confined at the waist by a belt I 
of 1 raided cords nnd is sure to have 
a little vestee and collar of batiste or j 
handkerchief linen or organdie, usual- i 
ly showing through a narrow slit in | 
the frock. 

The woman who is horrified at the ' 
thought of n blue serge frock with 
short sleeves should take heart if she 
has either a long pocketbook or pretty 1 
elbows. In the first ease she will be ! 
able to afford long gloves, nnd in the 
second she will soon be pleased with j 
ter exceptional possession as Kntisha I 
vas with that famous shoulder blade 
if hers, and, after all, a wool frock 
vith short sleeves is many degrees 
more comfortable in mild weather 
than one with long sleeves. 

There is. however, a choice of 
sleeves, for one may have them short- 
ened in a most abrupt fashion or they 
may run to the wrist or extend just ’ 
below the elbow, which is. perhaps 
the most comfortable length of the 
three. 

Old and Tried Friends. 

Satin and tricolette are old and 
tried friends as the foundation for 
the building of a one piece frock. Not ■ 
so much to be relied upon, perhaps, 
as serge, though it Is hard to see how 
any fabric could make itself more gen¬ 
erally useful than a good satin. Brown 
is especially good in either satin or 
tricolette and they are. of course, 
often desirable in black or blue. 

A chemise frock ofbrown tricolette' 
is ornamented by a collar and vestee 
of ecru thistledew. run with brown 
wool, and is a dress which any woman 
who can wear brown at all would he . 
delighted to own. Whether it would 
lie as distinguished looking in another 
color is doubtful. There arc tricolette . 
frocks, embroidered over their entire 
surface in a delicate running pattern 
in tlic manner with which we were 
made familiar last fall, and there are < 
a number of effectively simple frocks 
in embossed tricolette. It is not un¬ 
common to find a tricolette frock . 
handed by angora or the heavy up- j 
standing plaits of satin cire ribbon. , 
Caught in Skirts Used. 

Frocks of satin and of the other 
soft silken fabrics are addicted to 
enught-tn skirts and other draperies 
and embroideries are as lavishly used 
about the bodices as the excellence ^ 
of the design will permit. A Lanvin 
frock of black satin, which Inis the 
cartridge plaited side sections of the 
skirt caught up under the hem hits 
its bodice embroidered in sketchy blue 
morning glories, and a pretty froek of 
cocoa brown satin has tloss embroid¬ 
er v in brown and rose. 


RAILROADS AND GOOD ROADS 

Solution of Future Transportation 

Problems Seen in Hard-Surfaced 
Highways of Country. 

Any student of the railroad situation 
must reach the conclusion that rail¬ 
road operation <n America lhi- reached 
the height of Its efficiency nnd hereaf- ! 
ter it will remain stationary or de¬ 
crease. 

It is always possible that some rev¬ 
olutionary process will be discovered, 
hut Hie long years without marked im¬ 
provement of process indicate that ! 
railroad mechanics have about readied I 
their maximum while bureaucratic and 
political control now assured will he 
j as deadening to all mechanical itn- ] 
provement as they will be to effective 
management. 

Progress in transportation, there¬ 
fore. must be in other lines. Naviga¬ 
tion has been heralded for some years 
as a solution, but in spite of heavy j 
government assistance, water traffic, 
even on the Great Lakes, lias steadily 
declined. The remedy does not appear , 
to rest there, at least for the present. 

There remain the highroads. In 
them salvation lies, says Chicago Trib- J 
une. The war, which proved the utter 
incapacity of the French government- 
owned railways to rise to the emer- 
1 geney, established the motor truck In 
j Its full majesty. What the French 
i railroads could not do the motor 
I trucks on fine French highways did. 

I What the highroads are in France 
! they must he made In America. 

Fortunately, we have an excellent 
j little beginning in the middle We it. 

I The principle of hard roads has been 
| accepted and timid beginnings have 
' been made in a number of states, chief 
j among them Illinois. Let us under- 
i stand, and immediately, that what has 
I been done and what has been legis- 
I luted for is merely the thin entering 
i wedge of our highroad program. The 
narrow ribbons of concrete roads laid 
out by legislation will no more carry 
the forthcoming auto truck traffic than 
! the old narrow gauge single track 
railroads were able to carry the ruil- 
rnad traffic which they caused to ile- 
; velop.

! agencies building roads. The nation 
I will do something for the most back¬ 
ward. The states, however, should

VERA CRUZ WORTH VISITING 

Mexican City Has a Number jf At¬ 
tractions That Invite tho 
Wandering Tourist. 

Vera Cruz, is a city of contras's. Its 
Vividly painted houses of red. blue and 
yellow, built close to the narrow 
streets, have grated windows and 
heavy, forbidding doors, which give 
little evidence of the charming Inte¬ 
riors with their patios, palm-shaded, 
filled with exotic flowprs anil cooled 
by fountains. 

Modern street ears look out of place 
In the same streets with hurros laden 
with merchandise, fruits and vege¬ 
tables. nnd Caballeros in their broad 
sombret *«. vividly colored blankets, 
enormoa* spurs and silver-mounted 
saddles. Even the tropical climate Is 
In sharp contrast with the snow¬ 
capped. extinct volcano. Orizaba, which 
towers almost 20.000 feet Into the cold 
air above. Although this peak is near¬ 
ly fifty miles away from the city. It 
can be plainly seen from there and 
makes h beautiful picture standing 
white against the sky or catching all 
the colors of the sunrise. 

Another point of interest is the an¬ 
cient fortress of San Juan d’Uiloa, 
which is built on an Island, connected 
to the mainland at the northern end 
by a long spa wall. It has a fair ex¬ 
terior. being painted a pure and radi¬ 
ant white, hut hidden beneath this in¬ 
nocent mantle are dnrk and noisome 
dungeons where many political pris¬ 
oners of Mexico have been kept for 
years. 

Turning hastily from this unpleas¬ 
ant tcene. gentle reader, let ns retrace 
our steps to the center of the city, 
which is marked by the plaza. This 
Is a large and beautiful square filled 
with palms and flowers, nnd watched 
over benignly by the ancient nnd 
stately cathedral. Every evening dur 
Ine the hand concert It Is the quaint 
custom of the youths of Vera Cruz to 
promenade around the square on tt* 
outside of the walk In one direction, 
while the young girls, carefully watel- 
ed over by their duennas, walk in th» 
opposite direction on the Inside. Id 
this way most Mexican flirtations are 
begun.

"Trappers believe firmly In the abll- 
By of wild animals to forecast weath¬ 
er condition-.’ says the Hunter-Trad- 
cr-Trapper published in Columbus, O. 

"The type of house which the musk¬ 
rat builds for the season indicates the 
kind of weather he expects. When 
the muskrats build large houses, with 
tt r wall- a cold winter Is to b# 
expected. If the houses "ve made un¬ 
usually high, much snow and high wa¬ 
ter will come. 

‘‘Just before a storm, all animals 
nre unusually active and travel fast 
ai .d far. Even human beings notice

“It Is reasonable thu’ nature has 
provided animals with a sixth sense 
fo" forecasting weather conditions 
xv high mean so much to them." 

Indians Made Salt. 

The Uciaw. e Indians made salt 
from brine spring- in New York stnte 
and s,d() it to settlers as early as 11570, 
making probably the first commercial 
pr •!luction of salt In this country. The 
manufacture of salt by white people in 
the United States was begun near 
Syracuse, N. Y.. about 17SS. Stilt Is 
the most commonly used mineral in 
the world, and no useful mineral ex¬ 
cept coni, perhaps, occurs in greater 
abundance or i- more widely distrib¬ 
uted In the United States.
